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Joint ROPEX/NTSS Show Success 


It was not your typical ROPEX ! A new venue, 
a joint show with the American Topical 
Association (ATA), 50% more dealers, and 
twice the exhibits required more planning and 
more set-up work than in the past. But the 
combined staffs of RPA, ATA, and the Main 
street Armory worked together to pull off a 
successful show for all involved. The three day 
event was held May 17" -19"". Forty-five 
dealers pretty much filled the available floor 
Space in the armory building and the view from 
the balcony was a sight to behold. And all part 
of the 100" year celebration of the RPA. 





A show record number of exhibits were 
submitted for the combined show.. The RPA 
exhibit area held 129 individual framed cases 
including 25 separate competitive exhibits 
while the ATA featured 125 frames and 28 
competitive exhibits. The rows of exhibits can 
be seen behind the dealers on the show floor. 


Attendance was strong as many new dealers 
came to Rochester with the ATA involvement 
and many new visitors to Rochester to view 
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and purchase material from the dealers who 
frequent ROPEX. The RPA has decided to 

return to the Main Street Armory for its 2014 
show next May.

The War of 1812: The Battle of Lake Erie 


The USPS continues its multi-year series for 
events of the War of 1812 with a stamp 
commemorating the Battle of Lake Erie, which 
took place on September 10, 1813. The stamp 
depicts Oliver Hazard Perry in the small boat 
he used to transfer from his ruined flagship, the 
Lawrence, to the Niagara. Perry departed from 
Put-in-Bay, OH for his decisive victory and the 
new forever stamp will be released there 200 
years to the day, on September 10, 2013. .. 
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Yes, that is an inverted Jenny. But this time it 
is ON purpose and on a commemorative 
souvenir sheet featuring six stamps with a $2 
denomination. The sheet will be issued on 
September 22" in Washington D.C. in 
conjunction with the opening of the William H. 
Gross Stamp Gallery at the National Postal 
Museum.

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2013 APS StampShow 


The annual APS StampShow took place 
August 8-11 in Milwaukee, Wisconsin and 
several RPA members were seen there. The 
event was held in the downtown Convention 
Center, a massive building in the center of the 
city. This largest of US stamp shows featured 
150 dealers, 50 society booths, 15,000 pages 
of exhibits, first days, meetings and two public 
auctions. Here’s a photo of the APS booth 
during one of the more quiet times during the 
show and a view of the exhibit awards table 
straddling the extra wide center aisle of the 
facility. Initial reports are that the event was 
very well attended. Several first day 
ceremonies took place sponsored by the US 
Postal Service (A Flag for All Seasons booklet 
variety, one cent water activated bobcat, eagle 
envelope), United Nations Postal 
Administration (cosmos) and the Marshall 
Islands (Indian headdresses). 
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2013 Local Stamp Club Survey 
By Tom Fortunato 


Back in June | received an email from Robert 
Bell asking whether a nationwide “scientific” 
survey of stamp club participants had ever 
been attempted. Not to my knowledge, | 
replied, and he sent me a number of questions 
that a few tweaks later formed the basis of this 
survey. 


The questions were posted using 
surveyMonkey (www.surveymonkey.com) from 
a link found on the CAC web site home page 
(www.stamps.org/cac/). Cookies placed on 
responders’ computer by SurveyMonkey 
assured only one survey per computer could 
be made. 


It was readied by July's APS monthly email 
blast to members who were invited to take the 
survey. An email by me to representatives of 
the various clubs making up the Federation of 
Central New York Philatelic Societies as well 
as various stamp club federations around the 
country brought in additional responses. 


Please note that these results to date cannot 
be considered “scientific” in any way, but the 
answers do show definite trends. 
surveyMonkey responses were collected and 
placed in a spreadsheet designed to 
automatically tally the totals. Answers to 
Questions 4 and 5 were freeform “fill in the 
blank” type responses. After the first 50 
surveys were completed, | devised bucketed 
responses in three categories (club activities, 
club meetings and club membership) and 
several sub-categories, and then matched the 
verbatim answers as close to the bucketed 
responses as possible. An “Other” response 
was used as a Catch-all for those not matching 
a bucket response. 


As of this writing (August 2) 88 participants 
have answered our questions. 


General response results: 
1. A good range of club sizes were 
represented in the survey in closely even 
proportions. (Question 1) 
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2. On average, stamp club members felt 


success in having their own philatelic 
needs and interests met by the club was 
slightly lower than their club's Success as 
a whole. (Questions 2 and 3) 

. Of the factors considered most important 
to the overall success or failure of one’s 
local stamp club, the top response was 
Meeting- Programs (52 responses), 
followed by Membership- Involvement 
(23), Club- Stamp Show (23), Meetings- 
Auctions (23), Membership- Leadership 
(23) and Membership- Fresh Blood /.e. 
new members (22). (Question 4) 


. Answering what their club's greatest need 


was, the Membership category led with 
62 of the 84 total responses and 
Membership-Fresh Blood itself capturing 
28% of all responses. (Question 5)
